19. (Original) The strap winder of claim 17or claim 18 wherein the guard plate 
is adjustably mounted on the strap winder whereby the axial distance along the shaft 
between the guard plate and tlic guide plate can be varied. 

20. (Previously Presented) Tlic slrap winder of claim 13 wherein the guide 
mcml>cr has a diameter of from about 12 to 18 inches. 
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
